1 . Proposed amendments to independent claims 3 and 8 (e.g., "having exterior surfaces, said first and second pieces of bone contacting 
each other and bordering an empty space between them"; "and outer surfaces of said second piece of bone, wherein said inner surfaces 
of said first and second pieces of bone face each other, and wherein said first hole and said third hole are collinear and said second hole 
and said fourth hole are collinear") would require further.consideration and/or search. 

2. Regarding Applicant's argument to withdraw finality of the last office action, it is noted that the rejection of claim 3 WAS MAINTAINED 
based on Boyd (US 6,761, 738), and based on Shimp (US 6,855,167). Even without including the Shepard reference the case would have 
been made final. 

3. Regarding the double patenting rejection, said rejection is maintained since both applications claim similar subject matter (including 
tapered pins). 
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
